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Things to consider before proceeding: 

1 . This document is to be used for installing a fresh copy of Windows XP Pro. If 
you do this, you will lose ALL data on your computer's hard drive. * You need to 
backup your data before you proceed.* If you don't know what I'm talking about, 
STOP, because this document is not for you. Make sure you have at least an 
800Mhz machine with 256 Mb of RAM or your experience will be diminished. 

2. This document shows the install of Windows XP Pro. I haven't actually verified 
it, but I'm sure the install of Windows XP Home addition would be very similar, 
if you're on a home network or are a single home user. 

3. GET HIGH SPEED INTERNET. If you don't already have some type of 
broadband connection (dsl, cable, etc. . . .), what are you waiting for. It's almost 
impossible to survive in the Windows computing world without it these days. 
Just to download all of the necessary updates from Microsoft would take forever 
without it. Keeping up with Antivirus, Microsoft and other updates virtually 
requires high speed. Ignore this step at your peril. 

4. This is the method I've used to install Windows XP for many clients, friends, etc.. 
for the past few years. It's served me well and hopefully it will work for you. If 
you're in a corporate environment, this would only be a start for you. This 
document gets you to the point that you'll want to be to start enjoying Windows 
and using it for whatever you plan on using it for.

You may even need to open the computer case 
for clues as to the exact parts you have. I wish I could offer more help here, but I can't. 
There's just too may possible combinations of hardware out there. Good luck.
